It is suggested that a cessation 
of naval increases for a period of 
years, perhaps a decade may be 
proposed. If that should prove ac­ 
ceptable, It is said It might be fol­ 
lowed by proposals to cancel ships 
already laid down by the various 
nations on a ship for ship basis.

And we, the undersigned members of the county do hereby pledge ourselves to your commission and to the 
voters of Pettis County to carry out in letter as well as in spirit every recommendation as to the selection of the 
architect for the Court House and the selection of the plans and the letting of the contract for the building of the 
same. 
And we further pledge ourselves to your commission that we as a County Court will ratify and confirm in legal 
form all recommendations made by your commission relative to the Court House and the adoption of the plans for 
same and the selection of the architect and the contractor.

An Open Letter to the People of Pettis County 


There isn’t a person in Pettis County 
that does not admit that the countv 
should have a new court house. Its ab­ 
solute and imperative need has never 
been denied—can not and will not be. 


There has been a division in public 
opinion as to details of the proposition, 
how it should be built and under what 
conditions. To settle this and to reach 
a common ground upon which all could 
stand a COURT HOUSE COMMISSION 
of 14 citizens and tax payers was ap­ 
pointed to take charge of the matter, 
pass upon plans, arrange for the Bond 
Election, and, should the bonds carry 
at the polls, select the plans, employ 
the architect and let the contract for 


the building. This commission is com­ 
posed of the following Pettis County

The commission met at various times 
and after a full and free discussion de­ 
cided for a new court house, that a bond 
issue of $400,000 would be necessary to 
construct and equip the building and 
that an election should be called to pass 
upon the question of issuing the bonds. 


The Election is set for 
Tuesday, Nov. 15th 


It has been shown that this bond is­ 
sue will involve a 7 cent levy on each 
$100 of the assessed valuation of the 
county for a period of 16 years, at the 
end of which period the entire indebt­ 
edness will have been paid off. These 
figures were arrived at by trained ac­ 
countants whose calculations, after 
having been examined and verified by 
each bank in the city, were certified 
publicly by officers of these banks as 
being correct in the minutest detail. 


Under these figures we find that in­ 
dividual payments of taxes on these 
bonds will be as follows: 


On $1,000 valuation, 70 cents per year, 
$11.20 for the entire 16 years. 


On $500 valuation, 35 cents per year, 
$5.60 for the entire 16 years. 


On $250 valuation Yll/> cents per 
year, $2.80 for the entire 16 years. 


These amounts are based on the pres­ 
ent assessed valuations of the County 
of fifty-five million dollars. 


If during this 16 year period the valu­ 
ation should be increased by natural 
growth the levy of 7 cents could be les­ 
sened or the period of time shortened, 
as would appear most desirable.

INDIVIDUAL TAX PAYER CAN NOT 
EXCEED THE FIGURES GIVEN 
ABOVE, WHILE THERE IS GREAT 
PROBABILITY THAT THEY WILL

The commissioners have gone for­ 
ward with the duties delegated to them 
by the county court, and in pursuance 
thereof have had the election called. 


If the bonds should carry they will con­ 
tinue the work and assume charge of 
all details in connection with plans, con­ 
struction, contracts and all other mat­ 
ters having to do with the project and 
will give them their personal attention, 
and a MAJORITY VOTE OF THE 
COMMISSION WILL DECIDE ANY 
QUESTION ON WHICH THERE IS A 
DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


Every transaction will be on its 
merits and nothing previously done in 
connection with any other project will 
apply or have any bearing upon this. 
Any contracts, or agreements that may 
have been made in the past as to other 
proposed structures will have no effect 
upon this, or be permitted to have any 
relationship to it. 


If the people of Pettis County by 
their votes pass the bond issue, thus ap­ 
proving the plan for a new county 
house, this commission will proceed to 
the business at hand, selecting the 
plans, after careful examinatings from 
competing architects, employ that ar­ 
chitect, see that the contract is let to 
the lowest and best responsible bidder 
and otherwise proceed as they would 
with their own personal business, su­ 
pervising and directing the project un­ 
til final completion. 


This is the proposition plainly and 
clearly stated. Each member of the 
committee is back of it and each is 
pledged to its fulfillment. Do the peo­ 
ple want a court house on these terms? 


If so let them go to the polls 
TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 15, 


and vote YES. If they do this the com­ 
mission will do its part to the very end.
